"LO, WE TURN TO THE GENTILES." 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 12-13-52 
- -, - 
GOLDEN TEXT—I have set thee lor 
a light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest 
be for salvation unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.—Acts 13-47. 


In the unfolding and ever-widening 


of the program of power we are again 
confronted with a crucial event. It 
is suggestive that at this time Paul 
whose name has just been changed 
from Saul, now assumes his place of 
leadership, succeeding Barnabas. Per- 
go, the capital of Pamphyha, was on 
the southern coast of Asia Minor, and 
Antioch, the capital of Pisidia (south- 
ern Galatia) was 90 miles north. Paul 
is now in full control and no other 
man save our Lord has so deeply im- 
pressed human history. 


I. Paul's Opening (w. 13-15). We 


are not told why John Mark returned 
to Jerusalem. He may have objected 
to the changed leadership; thefe may 
have been sickness involved; as a Jew 
he may have objected to Paul's ac- 
tions. His subsequent missionar-jr zeal 
1-estored him to Paul's favor (II. Tim. 
4:11). Departing from Perga (v. 14), 
perhaps on account of an attack of 
lever (Gal. 4:13,14), the party ascend- 
ed to the higher altitude of the -Impor- 
tant city of Antioch, the site of which 
is now marked by extensive and im- 
pressive ruins. After finding lodgings 
they repaired to the synagogueron the 
Sabbath day. Here they could meet 
the people and would be given oppor- 
tunity to speak of Jesus. Paul _ put 
himself in the way of opportunity, and 
opportunity to beckoned to him. They 
did not demand this privilege because 
they were Christian workers.. Their 
participation in the service and other 
actions commended them to the re- 
spect of the leaders of the synagogue, 
which was the great democratic forum 
of the Jewish nation. 


II. Paul's Sermon (w. 16-41). Paul 


began his remarks, even as Peter did 
at Pentecost, by quoting the Old Tes- 
tament and referring to Jewish his- 
tory, using the same to lead up to his 
testimony about Jesus. (Matt. 5:17.) 
"It is ours to show wherein Christ ful- 
filled the law, the obligation resting 
upon us by reason of his covenant of 
grace, and the blessings whichs issue 
therefrom " This is one of Paul's three 
recorded missionary sermons (see also 
Acts 14:15-18;; 17:22-31). 
The last 


two were to Gentiles only. This is a 
scriptural discourse.

III. Paul's Decision (w. 42-47). After j 


the separation of Jews from Greek 
proselytes the latter besought Paul 
to continue his testimony literally "the 
Sabbath between," perhaps at the mid- 
week meetings. Questions and disqus- 
sions were the order in the breaking 
up of the synagogue service, and 
^ as 


Paul and his company departed th'ey 
were accompanied by some who had 
believed (v. 43). Knowing the testing 
which would follow, Paul and Barna- 
bas did personal work with these, ex- 
horting to steadfastness (John 8: 31, 
32; Col. 1.23) in the grace of God 
(v. 38, 39; Rom. 3:24; Eph. 2:8). It is 
only in grace that any are able to 
"continue" (Rom. 5-2; Gal. 5:1, 4).

2:13) does not 
necessarily produce obedience and 
faith (Luke 8-5-7); not always the 
greatest number of hearers will pro- 
duce the greatest number of conver- 
sions. To interrupt a speaker is not 
unknown in synagogues today. 
The 


opponents "contradicted 
and

phemed," doubtless contending that 
all who hang on a tree are accursed 
(Gal. 
3:13) and they produced a wild 


tempest of voices and confusion. Only 
to attack and to destroy the work of 
Paul and Barnabas could save these 
Jewish leaders. Human nature is the 
same everywhere. 


Paul and Barnabas thrived upon op- 


position. We believe they foresaw this 
development and were prepared for 
the emergency (v. 46). Because of 
long training the Jews were best fit- 
te.J lo receive the Gospel. It v is no 
accident that the first apostlee A'ere 
Jews, but it is serious business to re- 
ject the Christ, and the history of the 
Jewish nation since rejecting Jesus 
has been written > in blood and tears. 
Paul's "Lo we turn" (v. 46) marked 
the Rubicon of spiritual history. Chris- 
tianity is to become world wide, not 
by oecns of the Jews, but to spite of 
them.

HAS LARGE BALANCE. 


The treasurer of Kalamazoo county, 


Michigan, the county in which Is situ- 
ated the city of the same name, re- 
ports a balance of $25,728 for the year 
ending September 30, 1915.

Making the Constitution of the 


United States was rot an easy 
ta.-k. 
The convention sat daily 


in Philadelphia from May 25 to 
September 17, 17S7. There were 
some very able men in ic, and 
on sortie quer»onsthr-o were al- 
most as many opinions as there 
were members. The discussions 
were carried on in a dignified 
manner, but a grest deal of com- 
promising was necessary in or- 
der to reach an agreement. On 
July 
10 General 
Washington, 


president 
of 
the 
convention, 


wrote Hamilton that he almost 
despaired 
of a favorable out- 


come, and regretted having had 
anything-to do with; the matter. 
When the Constitution Was final- 
ly framed up and signed it was 
agreed to forward it to congress, 
which should submit it to the va- 
rious legislatures, ani that it 
should 
be considered- radopted 


when ratified by the legislatures 
of'nine states. In the state leg- 
islatures ft had a rocky road to 
travel. The ninth state to adopt 
It waa New Hampshire, on June 
21, V.88. New York, North Car- 
olina and Rhode Island adopted 
It later. 
In only three states, 


Delaware, New Jersey and Geor- 
gia, was the legislative vote to 
adopt It 
unanimous. 
Pennsyl- 


vania adopted it by a.two-thirds 
majority. 
In Rhode Island the 


majority was only two. > In other 
states the vote stood: Connecti- 
cut, 128 to 40; 
Massachusetts, 


187 to 168; Maryland, 63" to 12;'% 
South Carolina, 149 to,73; New 
Hampshire, 57 to 46; Virginia, 
89 to 79.

IMPRO'VEIpADS BY DRAINAGE 


One of the Most. Important .Matters to 


Be Considered in Construction 


— of Public Highways. 


(By E. I/. GATES, Illinois.) 
,. . 
When it comes to building roads 


there are a good many problems to 
solve and not easy ones at that. Rid- 
ing along in an auto it is-easy enough 
to say when' you strike a smooth 
stretch, "this is fine," and turn on a 
little more gas, but -when you hit a. 
inudhole and ruts you may set your 
foot on the wrong pedal and the road 
commission catches it. 


It takes labor, time, good material 


and money to have good roads. Every- 
one wants the roads, so we will all 
have to work and spend some of our 
time and money, and boost for better 
roads. 


One of the things most needed is 


better drainage for the roads as well 
as for the farms and at .this time we 
will confine this article to the subject 
of drainage. 
. Drainage is the most important 
matter to be considered in the con- 
struction of roads. 
Drainage alone 


.will often change a bad road into a 
good one while the best stone road 
may be destroyed from a. lack of prop- 
er, drainage. 
, 


There are-three systems'of drainage 


that.we can use..to, advantage, and 
these are underdrainage, side ditches 
and surface dfeinage. 


Where water stands on- a road un- 


derdrainage withtiut any grading is 
better than grading without under- 
drainage. TTnderdrainage is not to re- 
move simply tho surface water but ,its 
greatest help is t,q lower the water lev- 
el in the soil. 


"The action of the-sun and wind will 
finally dry the surface of the road but 
If the foundation is wet and soft the 
•wheels, will wear ruts and'.these get 
filled with water during the first raii 
and the road-.becomes a sticky mass. 


An undrained soil is a poor, founda- 


tion upon which to build roads as well 
as anything else. When frost is leav- 
ing the ground, the thawing is quite 
as much, from the bottom as from the 
top. ,If underdrainage is provided the 
water is immediately removed. 


The best and cheapest method to 


secure underdrainage is -to lay a line 
of farm drain tile on one or both sides 
of the road. The new, road law gives 
the highway commissioners power- to 
contract with ad joining-property-own- 
ers to lay larger tile than is necessary 
to drain the road and to permit the 
contracting ^parties to .drain their 
lands. 
This helps the roads and at 


the same time is a great benefit to 
the adjoining land. 


Side ditches are necessary to all 


roads but no road can be maintained 
with the ditch holding the water un-

til it evaporates. In most cases it is 
cheaper to get the water away from 
the road than to try to lift the road 
out of it. 


Sometimes roads on the hillsides 


are left without side ditches. This is 
a mistake, for if any road needs a 
ditch it is the one on a hillside, for 
where there are no ditches the water 
runs along the middle of the road and 
wears gullies and as we all know, 
makes a bad road. 


The roads should be so crowned 


that water can reach the tile or 
ditches.' If all ruts and mudholes are 
filled, the water will have a better 
chance to run off. 
There are several 


machines made to^teep the roads in 
shape and these need to be used often 
and at the right time. It is not neces- 
sary to spend half a day in trying to 
get hold of a roafe commissioner to 
help open a culvert or let the water 
out of a hole in the road. 
Better 


spend the time in doing it yourself and 
you will feel better and your neigh- 
bor will thank you.

Improved public roads are directly 


related to better country homes and 
schools, to the reach and influence of 
country churches, to the timely mar- 
ket centers. 
They are the arteries of 


organized community life.—Home and 
Fireside. 


Road Drags for Upkeep. 


The road drag Is not an equipment 


for constructing roads, but it io in- 
tended for upkeep. It should not move 
any large quantity of earth, but takes 
a small amount of wet earth to or 
away from the center of the road. It 
is important to remember that the 
road drag does not build roads, but 
helps to keep them in repair. 


Using Taxpayers' Money.

ganism by a thorough examination of 
all new stock whether turkeys, fowls, 
geese or other domestic birds. 


2. Keep the turkeys on grounds 


which are as fresh as can be ob- 
"tained^and," above ~all, keep' them" iscP 
lated from fowls and other domestic 
birds. 


3. Keep every turkey in the flock 


under close observation in order to 
separate and at once isolate any bird 
which gives • evidence of the disease. 
To facilitate such observations it is 
helpful to leg-band.each individual and 
to record its weight from time to time. 


4. If it is known that blackhead is 


present in any of the poultry, that 
yard and house should be kept free 
from sparrows, rats and mice, which 
are carriers of the organism which 
causes the disease. 
. .5. In fattening turkeys for the mar- 
ket, increase the rations gradually. 
Overfeeding or a sudden increase in 
the ration will not cause blackhead, 
but frequently causes death of birds 
in which blackhead is present. 


6. The bodies of all birds which 


have died of blackhead should be 
burned or buried Immediately. 


On most farms, it is out of the 


question to put into 'practice all of 
these 
recommendations, 
especially 


those in regard to the isolation of 
the flock. The general practice is to 
allow the turkeys to mingle, with the 
other fowls.' Unless these recommen- 
dations can be rather closely fol- 
lowed, - however, it is not advisable 
to attempt to raise turkeys after the 
disease has once made its appear- 
ance. 
The turkeys in your flock 


which do not appear to be infected 
may become chronic carriers of the 
disease. If it is necessary for you 
to rear turkeys next season on ground 
which has been occupied by fowls or 
.by diseased turkeys, you are very like- 
ly to experience the same tro'ubls.
